Tells Council He Removed 
Commissioners for Flagrant 
and Continued Neg- 
lect of Duty.

SET AT NAUGHT. 


Not an Alderman Ventures 
to Defend Ousted | 
Men. . 


Mayor Busse gave the city counel last 
evening his reasons for summarily dis- 
charging the former board of civil service 
commissioners. There was no ambiguity 
about the mayor's language, and the man 
who runs may read. He said that during 
their term of service “ the civil service law 
has been evaded and manipulated without 
any apparent protest or objection from 
them,” 

It was the mayor's intention simply to 
prefer charges of neglect of duty against 
ex-Commissioners Powell, Prentiss, and 
Wenter and let the matter go at that, but 
the dismissed men insisted on talking 80 
much about how the rights of the public 
had been attacked when they were sep- 
arated from their jobs and the $8,000 a year 
which goes with them that Mr. Busse was 
persuaded to talk out in meeting. 

The new commission took charge in the 
morning in the city hall, and the old com- 
missioners gave no evidence that they in- 
tended to make any contest. 


Message Is Specific. 

The message the mayor sent to the council 
in the evening went considerably further 
than charges of “ neglect of duty.” While 
they were all classified under that head, 
mere serious charges might be imagined 
from some of them. 

The council listened to the message in si- 
lence. When Clerk McCabe had finished 
reading it not an alderman moved. Every- 
body seemed to be waiting for somebody 
else to say something. N was recognised by 
the friends of the mayor that if any alder- 
man had anything to offer in rebuttal of the 
charges made, then and there was his chance 
Every opportunity was offered. 

But not an alderman moved It seemed as 
if they all recognized. the truth of the charges. 
Finally Ald. Foreman rose. 

“I move that the message be published 
and put on file,” he gaid. It was so ordered 
by a unanimous vote to go into the council 
proceedings. 


Text of the Message. 
The message in full reads: 

“To the City Council—Gentlemen: I heré- 
by notify your honorable body that on May 4, 
1907, I removed Joseph Powell from the office 
of civil service commissioner of 
Chicago and appointed Elton Lower as the 
successor of Joseph Powell, to serve during 
the unexpired term of said Powell, ending 
July 14, 1907, and until said Lower’s suc- 
cessor ig appointed and qualified. 

“Also that on May 4, 1907, I removed Will- 
iam Prentiss from the office of civil service 
commissioner of the city of Chicago and ap- 
pointed M. L. McKinley as the successor of 
said William Prentiss, to serve the unexpired 
term of said William Prentiss, ending July 5, 
1908, and until said McKinley’s successor 
is appointed and qualified. 

“Also that on May 4, 1907, I removed Frank 
Wenter from the office of civil service com- 
missioner of the city of Chicago and appoint- 
ed Zina R. Carter as the successor of said 
Frank Wenter, to serve the unexpired term 
ending July 2, 1900, and until Zina R. Carter’s 
@uccessor is appointed and qualified. 

“I. also notify your honorable body that 
Joseph Powell, William Prentiss, and Frank 
Wenter were removed from their respective 
offices as civil service commissioners of the 
city of Chicago for neglect of duty, as pro- 
vided in section 2 of the civil service act in 
force in the city of Chicago. 


Law Manipulated and Evaded. 

During the time these men were serving 
as civil service commissioners of the city 
of Chicago the civil service has been man- 
ipulated and evaded without any apparent 
protest or objection from them. The ex- 
pedients of transfers and temporary appoint- 
ments have been resorted to frequently and 
in various departments for no other con- 
ceivable purpose than to keep certain men on 
the city pay roll without putting them to the 
test of a civil service examination. 

I. find on the pay rolls of various depart- 
ments at this time many persons employed 
as sixty day appointees in positions which 
it would seem to me would be under civil 
service if these civil service commissioners 
had been doing their full duty in holding 
examinations and providing eligible lists. 

The civil service law had been in full force 
and effect in the city of Chicago for about 
twelve years, and it seems hardly reasonable 
that it should be necessary to make temporary 
or emergency appointments for places where 
there is no emergency work to be done. 

“The department of electricity, for ex- 
ample, had been thoroughly organized for a 
good many years, yet I find in that depart- 
ment, on the first day of May, more than fifty 
sixty day appointees employed in every day 
work in that department. 


Political Assessments Ignored. 

“For some years, and during the time 
Messrs. Powell, Prentiss, and Wenter were 
civil service commissioners, the charge had 
frequently and specifically becn made that 
the plain provisions of the civil service law 
forbidding the levying of political assess- 
ments on civil service employés and the col- 
lection of contributions from such employés 
were being constantly violated. 

These gentlemen as civil service com- 
missioners never have tried, so far as I have 
ever been able to discover, to determine 
whether those charges of lawbreaking were 
or were not true. It is no excuse for their 
not having made such an effort to say that it 
was not within the lines of their duty as civil 
service commissioners. Section 14 of the 
civil service act specifically says: ‘ The com- 
mission shall investigate the enforcement of 
this act and of its rules. and the con- 
duct and action of the appointees in the clas- 
sified service in this city,’ etc. 

This language of the statute is plain. 
The civil service commissioners do not do 
thelr full duty when they take cognizance 
of civil service law violations only when such 
violations are brought to their attention. It 
is a part of their duty, under the statutes, 
to advise themselves as to whether employés 
in the classified service are observing the law 
and the rules of the civil service commission. 


Menace to the Community. 
„ This neglect of their duties as civil service 
commissioners has fostered conditions in va-

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Appalling Conditions Found in 
Tour by Sanitary Inspector. 


HEALTH CHIEF IS STIRRED. 


Will Endeavor to Find Legal Method 
of Compelling Reform. 


Violations of all the laws ever written in 
the city code or state statutes on the subject 
of health and comfort in the lodging houses 
for the unfortunate were discovered during 
an inspection of west side houses last night 
by Inspector James B. Sullivan of the sani- 
tary bureau, acting under the orders of 
Health Commissioner W. A. Evans. 

Houses where eighty men slept in stifling 
rooms, with no ventilation, no fire escapes 
but a narrow wooden stairway leading down 
from the front, walls caked with dirt, and 
floors covered with filth of every description 
were some of the things found. 

In another place fifty men were piled like 
hogs in wooden troughs, with no covering 
but a newspaper, and-no air but that which 
came from a broken window over a blind 
alley. Beds in small, dark rooms with to- 
bacco stained walls, sagging with the weight 
of quilts and blankets that never had seen 
the fresh.air or felt the touch of clean water. 

In none of the places visited were any pre- 
cautions taken against the spread of disease, 
a phase of the investigation in which Dr. 
Evans is more vitally interested than the 
mere health of the men who sleep in these 
dark holes. 


Dr. Evans Thoroughly Aroused. 

Just what steps he can take Dr. Evans has 
not determined. Corporation Counsel Brun- 
dage was asked for an opinion concerning the 
powers of the city covering the inspection 
of lodging houses. There is a conflict be- 
tween the city laws and the state laws, and 
heretofore it has been the work of the state 
inspectors almost exclusively to look after 
the lodging houses. 

„ The most important thing, of course,“ 
said Dr. Evans, is to take care that these 
men cannot spread disease through the com- 
munity. I understand many of them. work 
in restaurants and do odd jobs around houses, 
such as beating carpets and cleaning win- 
dows. I have intended to take this question 
up vigorously as soon as I got into the swing 
of the office. I realize that it is a deep prob- 
lem, but I am going to think it out in some 
way and act.” 


Ventilation Is Insufficient. 

The first night’s work showed these things: 

THE COLONNADE, 18 West Madison street, 
beds at 10 cents a night, advertised as clean, 
with baths free.“ Walls of “ office’’ and 
rooms found badly in need of whitewash. 
Night clerk said he was about to start bi- 
monthly fumigation. Ventilation fairly 
good, although rooms were too small to give 
400 cubic feet of air space allowed each 
sleeper. Linen in fair condition, though 
quilts appeared in need of soap or fumiga- 
tion. Fire escapes in fair shape. 

Mix O' N's lodging house, 56 West 
Madison street, beds 10 cents. Ceilings of 
the sleeping rooms low and in some places 
covered with wire netting etuffed with old 
papers. Fifty rooms, each with a narrow 
cot and space of two feet for a man to stand 
up to dress. Washroom bad. 

Fire escape is a wooden stairway leading 
Into the alley from the rear. Beds one or 
two degrees dirtier than the Colonnade; 
linen washed but once a week; walls black 
with age and dirt; rear window lowered just 
enough to stir the heavy air that hung over 
the fifty rooms. 


WAVERLY, 108 Desplaines street, 10 cent 
— a 


wooden partitions between the 
don stalls called rooms in this huge barracks 
had been painted recently, and this was the 
only sign of cleanliness that could be ob- 
served. The washroom was slippery with an 
accumulation of the dirt of months. The 
dark, narrow passage between the low com- 
partments gave no signal to direct even the 
slow searcher to a flre escape. Wooden stair- 
way leads down from the rear. Only ventila- 
tion in big room, where from fifty to seventy- 
five men sleep in a night, was the rear win- 
dow. The towels that hung in the wall were 
black. The sheets on the beds were the same 
color, and the individual sleeping rooms just 
came inside the law as to air space. 


Cots Unspeakably Filthy. 

New Yorke Hovsz, 98 West Madison 
street, beds 10 cents:—Two story lodging 
house over a saloon; has no fire, escapes. 
There are thirty-one rooms, and beds for 
eighty-five men. Some of the rooms have four 
cots in them. Such rooms are 12x12x16 feet. 
There is scarcely space for a man to stand 
up between the cots. No window or other 
outlet for air from these rooms, except a 
hall traneom, which was closed tight. After 
the men were shut in for the night, there was 
no change of air until morning. Cots, un- 
speakably filthy and floors and walls as bad 
as neglect and all disregard for health could 
make them. No sheets on the beds, only the 
ancient blankets that a thousand unwashed 
bodies had rolled up in during the winter 
months. Only escape in case of fire is through 
the front and down the street stairway. 


Abode of Lowest Vagrants. 


Ben HoaGcan’s FLor, known also ag the 
Humane mission, in Meridian alley.—The 
„flops are charged for at the rate of 5 
cents a head at Hogan's. Hogan, an ex- 
prize fighter, has provided a place where men 
are harbored who are too filthy to be received 
at the New York house. Here is the home of 
the ragged, whining beggars that assail you 
in Clark street. Here is the abode of the to- 
mato can vag, and the barrel house bum, and 
the lowest sweepings of the city’s slums. 

The first thing that struck the inspectors at 
Hogan's flop wastheair. It struck hard, too. 
It is related of two New Zealand sociologists 
who were taken to Hogan's by a Chicago 
student of lodging house life that they were 
unable to pursue their studies as they wished 
at Hogan's. They entered, and found a 
number of men drying their clothes by the 
big fire in the middle of the room. Hogan 
provides a big hot stove, instead of blankets. 

“TI beg pardon,” the visitor said to his 
guide, ‘* but I think I will have to pursue this 
line after I am a little stronger.“ 

It was this place that Judge Frank P. Sad- 
ler, in drawing the attention of the health de- 
partment to the need ot good inspection of 
lodging houses, declared the epitome of all 
that is unclean. 


Newspapers for Bed Clothing. 


The building is four stories high. The 
windows on the front and rear open, but 
those on the side are stuffed with straw and 
newspapers and matting and shut forever. 

On the sleeping floors there is room for 300 
men. They stumble in, toss a nickel to the 
night clerk, and crawl upstairs without reg- 
istering. On each of the upper floors there 
are tiers and tiers of wooden shelves eight 
feet high. There i# nothing but the bare 
boards, worn shiny with the constant rub- 
bing of bodies. 

On these, in the flickering Ught of the kero- 
gene lamp, could be seen dozens of human 
beings in all stages of dress, some with all 
their clothing off, some with nothing off but 
their hats. Newspapers were the stable ar- 
ticle of bed clothing. The fire escape signs 
were plain and the toilets were cleaner than 
in the New York house. The sleepers moaned 
and moved uneasily as the inspectors went 
among them, opening a keen eye to see that 
it was not a thief prowling around. 

„We can't give them a bath,” said the 
night clerk, because, in the first place, they 
won't take it, and inthe next place they steal 
the faucets off. Why, they even steal the red 
lights from the exit signs.” 


Mayor Schmitz Orders Police to 
Arrest Street Car Guards. 


! CITY FACING A GRAVE CRISIS 


Traction Lines Tied Up, and Tele- 
phone System Abandoned. 


San Francisco, Cal.. May 6.—[Special.}— 
This city is facing fhe most serious labor 
crisis in its history. No street cars ate 
running. The telephone service has been 
suspended. The laundries have closed down. 
The big iron plants are idle. | 

Charles Schwab declared tonight that un- 
less labor conditions change the great Union 
ironworks, which has bullt some af the 
famous American warships, will be closed 
forever. Already, said Mr. Schwab, more 
than $2,000,000 has been lost on warships be- 
cause of labor troubles. ‘ 

A clash between the police and the non- 
union men, imported by the street railway 
company, is feared tomorrow. 

The company wil) try to run its cars with 
nonunion men. To this end 6500 have been 
brought to the city. President Calhoun of 
the United Railroads, declares he will put 
armed guards on every street car with in- 
structions to shoot to kill anyone who attacks 
the motormen and conductors. 


Mayor Schmitz Is Firm. 

In reply to this declaration Mayor Schmitz 
tonight ordered Chief of Police Dinan to in- 
struct the police to arrest any man found 
carrying arms, whether street railway em- 
ployé or striker. 

Opponents of the mayor insist this is only 
a subterfuge, as the street car guards will 
carry their guns openly, while the strikers’ 
weapons, if they have any, will be concealed. 

Mayor Schmitz has refused to put police- 
men on the cars. He says his observation 
ig that police guards on cars run by non- 
union men simply tend to excite moda to 
violence, 

On the other hand, citizens whose sympa- 
thies are with the street railway. company 
declare that Mayor Schmitz is only bowing 
to the dictates of the labor beng 

Every one here expects that either state 
or federal troops will be called into the city 
before the strike is ended. 


Prepared for a 8 

The United Railways company has pre- 
pared for a serious struggle, It has 500 non- 
union car men in the big Turk street barn at 
the corner of Fillmore. Cots have been put 
in, and arrangements made to feed all the 
men inside the barn. All sides of the barn 
have been loopholed, and armed guards will 
prevent any interference with the strike- 
breakers. It is declared James V. Farley will 
manage the fight. 

That President Calhoun of the United 
Railroads no longer recognizes the local car- 
men’s union was the statement made today 
by his assistant, Thornwall Mullally, who 
said: 

“The company has no quarrel with union- 
ism as a principle, nor is K opposed to or- 
ganized labor as a body, but it has done with 
the local carmen’s union. That union has 
twice broken faith with the company prior 
to presenting the unreasonable and impos- 
sible demand formulated within two months 
after the United Railroads had granted an in- 
crease of 20 per cent fin wages.”’ 

There is talk tonight of the formation of a 
big citizens’ committee, which will over 
not only the government of the city, but take 


drastic action in regard to the labor unions.

DOOM OF THE BUCKET SHOPS 
IN MANY STATES IS SEALED. 


Stringent Laws Recently Enacted and 
Local Board’s Campaign Are Driving 
Them Out of Existence. 7 


Bucket shops throughout the west and in 
many states in the south appear to be nearly 
at the end of their existence. Concerted leg- 
islative action against them in several dit. 
ferent states and the passage of stringent 
laws Prohibiting them from operating furth- 
er, together with the. activity of the local 
board in prosecuting cases against them, has 
caused many of the leading bucket: shop 
concerns, which have had a network of pri- 
vate wires covering practically every state 
in the west, south, and northwest, to decide 
to withdraw from the business. 

It is understood the leading bucket shop 
concern in Indiana is preparing to wind up 
its affairs by the middle of June, which is the 
time set for their closing up by the state 
authorities under the law recently passed 
prohibiting bucket shops in that state. Iowa 
and Missouri have passed similar laws, and 
bille are pending in Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
and Massachusetts, as well as in the Cana- 
dian northwest provinces. Several of the 
most extensive systems will be out of oper- 
* in six weeks. | 

volume of business transact the 
different bucket shop concerns has 4 
mous, especially ae they usually have 
charged: only half the commission exacted 
by regular houses. The wire rentals of some 
of the big concerns hag been larger than 
that of the largest legitimate houses in the 
business. One Indiana concern paid upward 
of $100,000 annually for wires. The diversion 
of the immense business handled by these 
concerne to regular channels will prove of 
great advantage to the board of trade. 

The anti-bucket shop bill now before the 
Dilinois tegislature is still among the un- 
certainties.

rious departments of the city government 
that have come to be in the last few months 
a menace to the peace, and order, and well- 
being of this community. 

It is a notorious fact, I might say a fact 
of:common knowledge throughout this city, 
that the city employés were used and the 
civil service of Chicago was prostituted in de- 
flance of the law in thefate municipal political 
contest to a degree never before known since 
the civil service law went into effect, and 
seldom known even in the days of free and 
easy primaries and elections. 

Although it was their statutory duty to 
investigate the conduct and actions of the 
.Appointeesin the classified service, they made 
no move to investigate this prostitution of the 
civil service until their attention had been 
called to it repeatedly by various newepapers. 

When they did finally take cognizance of 
this prostitution of the civil service it was not 
in the form of an investigation of their own 
and such as it was their statutory duty to 
commence. But it was in the form of a de- 
mand upon a certain newspaper that such 
newspaper furnish the commissioners evi- 
dence of its charges. In other words, they 
did not endeavor to ascertain for themselves 
whether the law wae being violated, but con- 
tcnted themselves with depending upon vol- 
untary assistance from outside sources. 

Furthermore, when practically forced by 
this newspaper to take some action upon the 
notoriously flagrant violation of the civil 
service law, they undertook an investigation 
in such a lame and halting manner that the 
results of their inquiries would have 
amounted to nothing if they had not been 
constantly subjected to pressure from unoffi- 
cial sources. 

Inquiry. Weak and Rambling. 

„ nave no hesitancy in saying that the 
transcript ot the record of their inquiry into 
civil service law violations in the police de- 
partment during the recent political contest 
will show the inquiry was prosecuted by these 
men as commissioners in a weak, rambling, 
and ineffective manner, such as would have 
failed of results but for the constant sugges- 
tions and promptings of unofficial, voluntary 
assistance in the inquiry, and when their 
inquiry was completed, they took no action 
as it was their plain duty to do, as civil 
service commissioners, but contented them- 
selves with tugning over a transcript of the 
testimony’ to the state's attorney. We may 
judge of the character of offenses which they 
deemed not worthy of official action by them 
by the fact that the evidence of those offenses 
has produced indictments by the grand jury. 

J regret the necessity of putting these 
statements into the written record. It is 
not my desire at any time to do or say that 
which will needlessly reflect upon the official 
or private character of any citizen, but in 
justice to myself, it has seemed necessary 
to indicate briefly, as I have endeavored to do, 
my reasons for exercising the power vested 
in me to remove Messrs.. Powell, Prentiss, 
and Wenter from office as civil service com- 
missioners.

REVISED ARRANGEMENT SENT 
TO SPRINGFIELD. 


Leaders of Both Parties Satisfied Aft- 
er Some Changes Are Made, Chief- 
ly on South Side—Republfcan Com- 
mitteemen and Stronger Aldermen 
Taken Care of in the Reapportion-~ 
ment—Paul Redieske Takes Map to 
Lay Before the Legislature. 


The final plan of the reapportionment of 
Chicago into fifty wards, each to be repre- 
sented by one aldermat, was agreed upon 
yesterday at a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the republican county central com- 
mittee. The map and boundary descriptions 
were taken to Springfield in the evening by 
Secretary Paul Redieske in the form they 
will be inserted in the charter bill in the 
senate. 

After two weeks of maneuvering between 
rival political interests the leaders worked 


out a division of the city that js pronounced | 


satisfactory all around. The ward Imes now 
are arranged in such a manner that no mem<« 
ber of the present central committee will be 


legislated out of office, while the body will 


be increased from thirty-five to fifty mem- 
bers, the additional fifteen being named by 
the present bosses. 

The most urgent objections to the tenta- 
tive map came from committeemen who 
would have been thrown into the same wards 
with other committeemen, thus producing 
strife and a loss of power for some present 
leaders. The executive committee straight- 
ened out all these complications, and the 
committeemen immediately pronounced the 
map ideal. 


Aldermen’s Wishes Considered. 

Next to the wishes of the committeemen 
the wishes of the present aldermen were con- 
sidered. There was little difficulty in ar- 
ranging the wards so as to continue strong 
aldermanic leaders like Bennett, Snow, Fore- 
man, and Dunn in the council and to satisfy 
such aldermen as happen also to be formida- 
ble party leaders, like Kenna, Powers. and 
Brennan. Aldermen who could not be classi- 
fied in either of these two categories were 
legislated out of existence with impunity. 

The map as it was sent to the capital is 
satisfactory not only to the republicans but 
to the democrats. The present democratic 
committeemen will remain in power, as in 
the case of the republicans. Thug there wil! 
be no opposition to the charter from the 
democrats on the score of reapportionment, 
and the only changes, if any, that are likely 
to be made in the ward lines in the legislative 


committee are extremely minor ones. The. 


republican leaders are of the opinion that the 
final map will be inserted in the charter bill 
and will meet no opposition.

DON'T LIKE PRACE ENVOY 


LATIN AMERICAN DIPLOMATS RE- 
SENT CARNEGIE’S CHOICE. 


Diego Mendoza, Man Selected by the 
Ironmaster to Go to Southern Re- 
publics and Preach Conciliation, 
Declared in Washington to Be Un- 
fit—Practically Unable to Return 
to His Own Country—Prof. Shep- 
ard Declines the Mission. 


Washington, D. C., May 6—[Special.]—In 
Latin-American diplomatic circles here quite 
A stir was made today over the announce- 
ment of the appointment by Andrew Carnegie 
of Diego Mendoza, former minister from Co- 
lombia, as one of a committee from the inter- 
national conciliation committee to the South 
American republics, 

The statement was made that Prof. Will- 
fam R. Shepard of Columbia university and 
Dr. Mendoza had been selected as the dele- 
gates. 

The Colombian minister was one of the 
earliest callers at the state department today, 
and seemed much disturbed over the report 
of the appointment of his predecessor, Dr. 
Mendoza, as Mr. Carnegie’s personal peace 


‘delegate. Other Latin-American diplomatic 


representatives also exhibited concern over 
the report. 


Removed by Colombia. 


Back of the displeasure expressed over the 
appointment of Mendoza are the circum- 
stances of his recall by President Reyes last 
June. It was stated that Mendoza persisted 
in misrepresenting the attitude of President 
Reyes’ administration to the state depart- 
ment at Washington regarding affairs in 
Panama, and that he had violated the in- 
structions of his government. 

Finally he was recalled as minister to 
Washington, and showed his resentment in 
such a public manner that he is now persona 
non grata to his government. 

It was said today that if Mr. Carnegie per- 
sisted in his intention to send Mendoza as a 
delegate President Reyes would send a noti- 
fication to each of the South American re- 
publics stating the present relations between 
the former minister and the Reyes adminis- 
tration. Such action would render the trip 
of Dr. Mendoza fruitless. 


Prof. Shepard Backs Out. 

Prof. William R. Shepard of Columbia uni- 
versity, who was named as Dr. Mendoza’s 
colleague on the peace mission, has, it is said, 
declined to go in that capacity. He had ar- 
ranged to make the journey under the au- 
spices bf Columbia college to gather material 
for a course of lectures. To this end he se- 
cured introductory: letters from the diplo- 
matic representatives in Washington of all, 
or neatly all, the Soyth American republics. 

The fact that these diplomats are now vig- 
oreusly objecting to Dr. Mendoza would em- 
barrass the credentials carried by Prof. 
Shepard. 

In fact, the story today was that the peace 
mission planned for South America by the 
international conciliation committee had 
signally failed on account of the personal ob- 
jections to Dr. Mendoza. Mr. Carnegie was 
much interested in the proposed mission, and 
is said to have agreed to finance it.

REBELS DESTROY AN ARMY 


SEVEN BATTALIONS OF TURKISH 
TROOPS ANNIHILATED. 


Clash Between Insurgents and sul- 
tan’s, Forces in Yemen, Turkish 
Arabia, Proves. Blow to Sultan’s 
Commander, Who Calls for Rein- 
forcements—Outbreak in Province 
Dates from Twelve Years Ago— 
Fighting at Various Times Since. 


LONDON, May 6—It is announced this 
atternoon in a special dispatch from Con- 
stantinople that seven battalions of Turkish 
troops practically have been annihilated dur- 
ing a battle with rebels in the province of 
Yemen, Turkish Arabia. The full strength 
of a Turkish battalion is 922 men. The com- 
mander in chief of the Turkish forces is 
urgently calling for reinforcements. 

The outbreak in Yemen began twelve years 
ago and may be said to have been in progress 
ever since. The Turks repeatedly have an- 
nounced that the Arabs were crushed, but 
the revolt always has been renewed. 

In December, 1904, the Turkish troops un- 
der Riza Pasha sustained a serious defeat, 
four battalions ing routed, and later the 
Turkish garrison at Sanaa surrendered, the 
rebels capturing thirty guns, 20,000 rifles, 
and much ammunition. Severe fighting took 
place again last year, the Arabs apparently 
being always victorious. 


AIMS BLOW AT THE PEERS. 


Lord Newton Offers Bill Proposing Re- 
constitution of Upper House on 
Partly Elective Basis. 


LONDON, May 6.—The discussion in the 
house of lords this evening was devoted to 
Lord Newton’s bill proposing the reconstitu- 
tion of the house on a partly elective basis. 
The house and the galleries of the peeresses 
were thronged, showing the interest aroused 
by the conservative proposal to anticipate 
government action and the possibility of the 
debate provoking a statement of the inten- 
tions of the government. 

This, however, did not come to pass, the 
earl of Crew, lord president of the council, 
speaking on behalf of the government, de- 
clining to have anything to do with Lord 
Newton's proposal. However, his utterances 
conveyed the idea that the government con 
templated a drastic measure. 


PART OF MOROCCO IN REVOLT. 


Brother of Sultan, Who Is Proclaimed 
Ruler, Releases Prisoners and Re- 
stores Former Governor. 


TANGIER, Morocco, May 6.—According to 
information received here from Moroeco City 
the whole of the southern part of Morocco is 
in a state of rebellion. After the populace 
of Morocco City had proclaimed Mulai Hatfig, 
brother of the reigning sultan, to be sultan 
of Morocco. Mulal released the prisoners 
from the jail, arrested the murderer of Dr. 
‘Mauchamp, the French citizen whose\assas- 
sination caused the intervention of France in

PARIS, May 7. 8 a. m. Once more England 
and France, working together in the diplo- 
matic field, have added to the isolation of 
Germany. 

The new Franco-Japanese treaty is offi- 
cially confirmed. It is regarded as due large- 
ly to the influence of King Edward. 

Great Britain and Russia already have 
approved the genera! lines of the treaty. 

Thus France, England, Russia and Japan 
have reached an understanding over their 
respective interests in the far east, while 
Germany is practically ignored. 


Means Peace in Far East. 


The fact that Russia has assented to the 
treaty between France and Japan is signifi- 
cant. It means that Russia and Japan have 
mo further quarrel over Manchuria. Eng- 
land’s adherence with Russia means that 
they will not clash in the Yangtse valley. 
France will be undisturbed in Siam and Indo- 
China, and Japan will have a free hand in 
Corea. 

At the same time, it is explained the entente 


the status quo. It does not touch China and 
has not anything resembling an offensive or 
defensive feature. 

Nevertheless, taken in connection with the 
Russo-Japanese understanding which shortly 
will be concluded afid the Anglo-Russian 
agreement, both of which are supplementary 
to Anglo-Japanese and Franco-Russian al- 
Hances and the Anglo-French, the entente 
creates a combination in the far east and a 
new grouping of the powers in enh of ex- 
treme significance. It constitutes, stated, 
another signal evidence of the success of 
Great Britain’s diplomatic maneuvering for 
the isolation of Germany, 


United States Approves. 

It is understood that the United States 
approved in advance of the aim of the nego- 
tiations between France and Japan, and 
found no objection thereto. 

The press generally welcomes the agree- 

ent. The Petit Parisien considers it equiv- 
‘alent to a renunciation by the Japanese of 
the new Monroe doctrine, “Asia for the 
Asiatics,” which has been in process of for- 
mation. 

The Gaulois says the convention, lke the 
AngloiRussian and the Ruseo-Japanese 
treaties, necessarily has a basis of recipro- 
cal engagement for neutrality. Should one 
of the contracting powers be in conflict with 
a third power, does this neutrality extend 
beyond Asia? Such a question would be im- 
portant in case of a conflict between Japan 
and the United States. The paper adds: 

“In the approaching agreement with 
Japan, which would be profitable to our po- 
litical and economic interests, we should 
avoid any ca susceptible of disturbing the

BERLIN, May 6—A remarkable trial, 
which is likely to occupy some weeks, opened 
in Munich today. The defendants are charged 
with “ squeezing ’’ the officers of a cavalty 
regiment by means of usury, with forgery, 
and other frauds.

Attitude of Contractors. 


The contractors made no efforts to avert the 
strike. They expected it, since the brick- 
layers’ union fast week served notice on them 
that unless the men were paid their wages on 
Saturday they would refuse to work longer. 

Last night several leading contractors de- 
clared they would make a test of the Satur- 
day payday rule of the union, which they 
asserted to be an “outrage” on the em- 
ployers. They have been paying their em- 
ployés in the past on Tuesdays. Until May 1 
of this year there has been no objection to 
the custom. Several other trades, including 
ironworkers, carpenters, steamfitters, and 
plumbers, still are paid on that day. 

The main objection the contractors have to 
paying on Saturday is that the day is so short 
it is difficult for them to get money from the 
banks- and distribute it among hundreds of 
employés in different parts of the city. They 
say it would require the services of a hundred 
paymasters to cover the city and suburbs, 

Smaller Contractors a Factor. 

Recently the bricklayers’ union and the 
building laborers’ union entered into agree- 
ments with the smaller contractors by which 
Saturday was agreed on as a weekly payday. 
It is these agreeménts which have precipi- 
tated the present trouble. When the kirge 
contractors were asked to agree to the Bat- 
urday payday they refused, and then were 
threatened with the strike. 

The rivalry between the large and the 
small contractors cuts an important figure in 
the controversy. Formerly there was one 
association, known as the Master Masons 
and Builders’ association, comprising in its 
membership nearly every contractor in that 
line of business in Chicago. Six months ago, 
however, the larger contractors decided to 
withdraw. Sixty of the big firms organized 
a new body, called the Mason Contractors’ 
association. It is said practically to coritro! 
9 aay now. William Grace is president 
of it. 

The smaller firms felt that they were being 
“frozen out.“ it is said, and enlisted the aid 
of the unions to compel the large concerns 
to abandon their independent venture. ‘This 
was readily given inasmuch as it is a uhlon 
maxim that the more contractors the better 
for the employés.” 

None of the firms in the smaller association 
had strikes called against them during the 
day as a result. Probably not more than 30 
per cent of the workers in the masonry crafts, 
however, are employed by these contractors. 

President William H. O’Brien has called a 
meeting of the Building Contractors’ coun- 
cil for this morning, at which the situation 
will be discussed. It is said that a system of 
paying the men off by check instead of cur- 
rency may be introduced as a comproimisa 
The unions, however, are opposed to the 
check system, especially for the unskilled 
workmen.

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Mount Pleasant. Ia., May 6. — [Special. 1— 
Dr. John Watson (lan Maclaren), the Eng- 
lish preacher and writer, died here today 
after an illness of several weeks. ‘The final 
cause of his death was blood peisoning, fol- 
lowing an attack of tonsilitic, into which 
his illness developed. He was best known 
to the reading public as the author of the 
book Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush.“ 

Although his ancestors were Scotch, Dr. 
John Watson was English born, his birth- 
place being Morningtree, Essex, and the date 
Nov. 3, 1850. He finished his education at 
Edinburgh university and In Germany, and 
began his career as a Presbyterian preacher 
as pastor of Sefton Park Presbyterian 
church, Liverpool, in 1880, retaining that 
pulpit for twenty-five consecutive years. 

It was not until 1894 that Dr. Watson be- 
came known as a novelist and a writ er, al- 
though long before that year his fame hs a 
preacher had been established not only in 
England but in America. In 1894 there ap- 
peared from the press a little book, Beside 
the Bonnie Brier Bush,“ a picture of Scotch 
life, under the pen name of lan Maclaren.“ 
The book was an instant succegs, and for 
many months led the lists of best selling 
books. 

Since that first flight into the new field of 
authorship scarcely a year passed that did 
not see a new book from Dr. Watson's pen. 

Dr. Watson planned to spend the greater 
part of the present year in the United States, 
his lecture tour including dates up to the last 
week in August. He had made two previous 
tours of the United States, speaking in Chi- 
cago both times. 


NOTED WOMAN TEACHER DIES. 


Miss Harriet Newell Haskell, Principal 
of Monticello Seminary, Vicfim 
of Heart Disease. 


Alton, III., May 6.—{Special.]—Miss Har- 
riet Newell Haskell, for thirty-nine years 
principal of Montitello seminary at Godfrey, 
died at the seminary this evening from heart 
failure. 

Miss Haskell was born in Waldborougn, 
Me., Jan. 14, 1835. She was educated in 
Castleton Collegiate seminary, Vermont, and 
Mount Holyoke seminary, Massachusetts, 
graduating from the latter in 1855. 

After several years of experience as a 
teacher in eastern colleges, Miss Haskell ac- 
cepted the position of principal of Monticello 
seminary in 1868. Under her administration 
the new building, opened in 1890, was de- 
signed and erected, to take the place of the 
structure destroyed by fire in 1888.

DRAINAGE BOARD, 


Will County Authorities to 
Begin Legal Action in 
a Few Days. 


SEES DANGER IN ORDER. 


President McCormick Says Man- 
damus Sought May Prove 
a Peril. 


Trustees of the sanitary district of Chicago 
will be sued in a few days by Will county for 
an alleged failure to maintain the legal flow 
of water through the drainage canal. It will 
be an action for mandamus. 

State's Attorney Heise of Will county an- 
nounced yesterday that he had received au- 
thority from Attorney General Stead to be- 
gin the suit. 

80 soon as I have finished with grand 
jury business this week, Mr. Heise said, 
91 Shall start the proceeding in the Will 
county, Circuit court.“ 

The action has been expected ‘since the 
Wil county grand jury’ recommended it sev- 
eral weeks ago. President R. R. McCormick 
of the drainage. board said the suit would be 
fought to the last court if necessary. 


Means Much to Power Company. 

Back of the proceeding is said to be the 
Economy Light and Power company and 
other corporations of Joliet. The company 


obtains valuable water power for a small 


part of its worth. It furnishes that power to 
almost every manufacturing enterprise in 
Joliet. 

It simply brings up the question of 
whether the drainage canal is to be operated 
‘as a feeder for a few corporations in Joliet 
or for. the health and. safety of the Illinois 
valley,” said Prestident McCormick.. The 
flow in the channel has been restricted from 
‘time to timé by request of the mäyor of 
Joliet and uin one instance at the request of 
Ottawa, when it was desired to search for 
bodies of five boys who drowned. It was 
restricted again when a vessel got jammed 
in the Chicago river. 


Necessary to Stop Flow. 
„Early in March, when it was necessary 
to reach $200,000 worth of machinery in the 
channel which had been covered in the floods 
by. twenty feet of water, it became impera- 
tive to restrict the flow of water so that it 
would run out of the cut. 

‘Joliet people do not appear to realize 
that they are placing their own lives and 
property in jeopardy by this legal proceeding. 
In the event ot a flood in the Desplaines 
river, the trustees would be powerless to re- 
strict the flow of water in the canal or to shut 
it off entirely to lessen the flood. Moreover, 
it would be impossible for the * ever 
to make essential repairs. 

“The trustees now are about to install a 
$200,000 butterfly dam, or safety valve,.to 
protect: lives of people in the valley against 
a possible accident. This safety device is re- 
quired by statute. If we are to be man- 
damused, we had better save that money.” 

It is announced by the sanitary district 
trustees that the new bridge at Dearborn 
street will be completed by fall. Foundations 
are in, and it is expected that work on the 
superstructure will progress rapidly. 


Drainage Board Also to Sue. 


The suit of the sanitary district to condemn 
property of the Economy Light and Power 
company will begin in two weeks as a result 
of a ruling during the day by Judge Marshal 
of the Will county Circuit court. A motion 
for a rehearing made by the company was 
denied. An effort to have the condemnation 
suit pastponed until fall also failed. 

The property the sanitary district is seeking 
to condemn carries with it water power rights 
between South street, Jollet, and Brandon’s 
bridge, where the sanitary district plans to 
erect the second of its big water power plants.

ILLINOIS “DELIVERED” TO TAFT. 
The Washington correspondents have 
reported, erroneously, as we believe, that 
Gov. Deneen has “delivered” the state 
of Illincis to President Roosevelt. He 
bas done it up in a neat package and. 
like many other neat packages, it is 
thonght to contain a prize, which, in this 
instance, is no less than the presidency 
for the Hon. William H. Taft. | 

There are many reasons why we do not 
give full credit to this pleasing story. 
One is that Gov. Deneen has no right to 
deliver the state of Illinois to the presi- 
dent for any candidate. Another is that 
he has not the power so to deliver ft if 
he had the: disposition. There are many 
other persons who will have to be con- 
sulted before the state is signed, sealed, 
and delivered. | 

Indeed, we gravely suspect that Mr. 
Daniel Campbell, postmaster at Chicago, 
who went to Washington in advance of 
Gov. Deneen and was said to be solicitous 
about the number of clerks in the post- 
office, dellvered the state ahead of 
him. If he has not done so already, he 
soon will do so. Of gourse Senator Hop- 
kins “delivered” the state months ago, 
and Senator Cullom delivered it before 
Senator Hopkins. Speaker Cannon, in 
some one of his oracular utterances, pos- 
sibly bas implied that the president might 
have Illinois when he needs it in his 
business. 

Illinois has been sealed,“ as the Mor- 
mons say, to Mr. Taft for the pres:dency. 
The people are te have nothing to say 
about it. The primaries are to be a mere 
form which must be gone through with 
in order to comply with the usages of the 
party and with the law as it exists now. 
We do not see why there is much need of 
“ primaries,” so far as the presidency is 
concerned. [Illinois is for Taft because 
Gov. Deneen says 80, and Busse says 80, 
and Campbell says so, and so say Cullom 
and Hopkins. The only reason for the 
holding of primaries is to divide the 
minor offices among politicians who don't 
deserve them and to make the people be- 
lieve that they have something to say 
about nominations for office. 

We earnestly wish that President 
Roosevelt would. attend more strictly than 
he does to the duties which he was elected 
to perform. The chief duty intrusted to 
him was the execution of the laws, not 
the making of the laws, and still less the 
nomination of hie successor. The repub- 
Hean party would like to have something 
to say about the nomination of Roose 
velt's successor. It does not like to see 
him put up by a combination of office 
holders, most of whom owe their places 
to the president, and all of whom look to 
him for patronage to promote their polit- 
ical ambitions. 

The worst and best that may be said of 
Mr. Taft as a presidential candidate at 
present is that he is being “shoved” 
upon the republican party, that he is be- 
ing “ boosted” into prominence as a can- 
didate, and is being “crammed down the 
throats” of republicans before they know 
8 kind of an appetite they have for 
presidential candidates. 

It will be thirteen months at least be- 
fore the nominating convention shall be 
held. There is abundant time for reflec 
tion, and consultation, and the expression 
of the popular will. The people ought to 
have a chance to be heard from before the 
matter is cut and dried and put away in 
tin cans. 

We do not like to have any presidential 
candidate handed to us from on high— 
from the top shelf, as it were. We like 
to nominate our own candidate and not 
merely go through the forms of nominat- 
ing him. We do not like to have Gov. 
Deneen speak for the state of Illinois in 
a matter of this kind, or to pretend to 
speak for it. His pretended mission to 
Washington “in regard to the drainage 
channel” was as illusory as the visit of

CONVENTIONAL STAGE CHARACTERS. 

The question that has arisen in Eng- 
mand in regard to the performance of 
“The Mikado has raised some supreme- 
ly ridiculous issues. It has touched the 
humorous Englishman, and especially the 
Irishman, on the funny bone. The Mi- 
kado is supposed to portray a period 
when Japan was only semi-civilized and 
before it became a world power and de- 
veloped its fighting capacity. It would 
have been much wiser to let the opera be 
given as an avowedly comic and grotesque 
production than to assume that somebody 
might think it was designed as a truthful 
representation of conditions as they exist 
in Japan today. 

The stage has its conventional figure 
for nearly every nationality. If a de- 
parture from truth in these national types 
were cause of offense the Englishman 
would have a right to protest against 
John Bull as he appears on the French 
stage, a coarse, ungainly, dull, -often 
drunken creature, dressed in outlandi h 
clothes, representing a character never 
seen in England or anywhere else in the 
civilized world. 

The Frenchman, again, would have a 
right to protest against the conventional 
Gaul of the American stage. He wears 
an impossible bat and broad trousers. He 
is always ready to pick a quarrel and 
threaten a duel, but falls into rank cow- 
ardice when it comes to an issue with his 
adversary. 

The Dutchman is always represented 
in a summer pair of trousers, particularly 
broad in the beam, with an extraordinary 
bat and a dull, stupid face. He is more 
or less silly or coarse in his performances. 
The Russian is endowed with fierce 
whiskers, carries a bomb, approves of as- 
sassination, and generally is an unpleas- 
ant character. The German comic actor 
talks a hideous dialect, and is in his best 
days an affront to the entire German na- 
tion. The Italian is a stealthy villain 
with a stilletto. 

Uncle Sam, the conventional figure for 
the American nationality, is shown on the 
stage in a most ludicrous, and often dis- 
gusting, light. He has a long goatee. He 
is chewing tobacco, permits his saliva to 
stain his shirt front, and is always spit- 
ting furiously. He has a comic costume. 
His trousers are made of the stars and 
stripes and his coat is a long tailed 
atrocity. He indulges in figures of speech 
that are by no means complimentary to 
his reputation for breeding and education, 
and is both vulgar and profane in his 
language. l 

Thus every nation has its conventional 
stage character which is more or less an 
affront to the nation it is supposed do 
represent, but it is seldom the case that 
ill feeling is generated. Our Irish friends 
have taken offense at the stage [rishman. 
and in some instances have undertaken 
even to boycott him, but in this they are 
unduly sensitive, precisely as the Japa- 
nese would be if they were to object 
“The Mikado.” 3 

It is not distinctly understood that they 
have objected to its representation, al- 
‘though with them the real mikado is a 
semi-deity. The suggestion appears to 
have originated In England, and to have 
been due to the officiousness of the lord 
chamberlain and some officialg who feared 
the Japanese might be annoyed by the 
representation of the opera. But if of- 
fense had been taken when none was 
meant, and there was no just cause for 
offense, the Japanese and not thé English 
would have appeared in an unfavorabie 
light. 

It is impossible to consult national sen- 
sitiveness to the degree of prohibiting 
stage performances in which these con- 
ventional characters appear. If it were 
to be done in the case of Japan it would 
have to be done for England, France. 
Germany, Holland, America, and every 
other nation. 

These characters are avowedly carica- 
tures, and are exhibited as such. The 
American who is broadminded, or is 
endowed with any sense of humor, can 
see Uncle Sam depicted in a grotesque 
light on the French or Spanish stage with- 
out losing his temper. So can the Eng- 
lishman see John Bull made a fool and ass 
on the continent, especially in France and 
Germany, without seeing in it a deroga- 
tion of national dignity deserving of a 
protest. 

It is better to let the stage cling to itd 
idols. When people shall travel more and 
come to understand their neighbors better 
they will see the absurdity of these cari- 
catures, which will gradually die out. 
They have no truthfulness, no nearness 
to any condition of reality to give them 
eterna! life.

A brother, Capt. Edward 
Rose, formerly of the Tenth Hussars, spent 
a considerable time in tits country with his 
wife, Lady Cecilia Rose, after leaving the 
army and sustaining heavy financial re- 
verses. The baronetcy of the family is held 
by his nephew, Cyril, a young fellow, whose 
marriage has hitherto remained childless, 
and in the event of his remaining without 
male issue it will descend to his, uncle, 
Charles D. Rose, the new president of the 
Royal Automobile club in England.

In view of the movement now in progress 
in England under the leadership of Lord 
Curzon, to erect some worthy monument to 
the great Lord Clive; who may be described 
as the founder of the British Indian empire, 
it may be worth while calling attention to 
the fact that the title of Lord Clive is borne 
today by the 15 year old son of the ear! of 
Powis. The latter is a great-great-grandson 
of the victor of the battle of Plassy, and 
continues to make his home in London. at 45 
Berkeley square, which was the town man- 
sion of the great Lord Clive. Claremont, 
however, which was the country seat of the 
victorious general, and which he built him- 
self at a cost of $500.000, has long since 
passed into the possession of the reigning 
family, was used by Queen Victoria for her 
honeymoon, was afterwards lent by her to 
King Louis Phillippe and Queen Marie 


Amelie after they had been driven out of 


France by the Paris revolution of 1848. and 
is now the home of the widowed duchess of 
Albany. But Lord Clive’s arms still appear 
on the pediment of the Corinthian columns 
which constitute a feature of the facade of 
Claremont. 

, — 


Stately as is the latter, it is inferior in 
grandeur and in interest to Powis castle in 
Wales, the principal country seat of Lord 
Powis, and which in ancient times was known 
as the Red castle and afterwards as Poole 
castle. Its connection with the family of its 
present owner is of great antiquity. For it 
was originally the seat of Owen Ap Griffith. 
the last Welsh sovereign prince of Powys 
Wenwynwyn. The latter’s descendants hav- 
ing become extinct in the male line, the castle 
passed through the distaff side of the house 
to the Herberts, a junior branch of the house 
of which Lord Pembroke is the chief. There 
were Herbert earls of Powis. marquesses of 
Powis, and even a duke of Powis, who played 
a great role at the court of St. Germain after 
the deposition and exile of James II. The 
great Lord Clive’s son married the only 
sister and sole heiress of the last of the 
Herbert lords of Powis, and on becoming 
through this union the owner of Powis castle 
and of all the Powis property, was created 
earl of Powis of the present creation. 

— 


Powis castle is a huge baronial! pile, built 
on an eminence in the middle of an extensive 
and beautiful park, and contains a marvelous 
collection of Indian curios and relics brought 
from the orient by the first Lord Clive, who. it 
may be remembered, stormed Calcutta and 
inflicted such condign punishment on its ruler 
for the atrocity still known in history as the 
black hole of Calcutta. The late Earl Powis 
was an eccentric individual, and his entire 
life may be said to have been overshadowed 
by the fact that he accidentally killed his 
father, the second Earl Powis of the present 
creation, while out shooting. He was not on 
particularly good terms with his nephew, 
the present earl, and when the latter. as 
George Herbert, married the famous beauty, 
Miss Violet Lane Fox, they had extremely 
little on which to live. In fact, their cir- 
cumstances at first were extremely strait- 
ened. 

Before many months had passed, however, 
the late earl suddenly died and the young 
couple found themselves in possession of a 
large fortune, The late earl had a passion for 
hoarding things in out of the way places. and 
most amusing stories were told of the ex- 
traordinary discoveries of hidden treasure 
made by Lord and Lady Powis when they 
first took possession of Powis castle after 
the old peer’s death. Rooms that had been 
unopened for half a century or more were 
investigated and many precious things in the 
shape of old plate, superb jewels, valuable 
paintings. of the existence of which no one 
had the slightest idea, were brought to light. 

— 


Lady Powis still remains to this day an 
extremely beautiful woman, She is as fair as 
the lily, with golden hair, a smiling face. and 
a perfect figure. Prior to her marriage she 
was subjected to a most extraordinary per- 
secution on the part of an individual of the 
name of Randall, a gentleman by birth 
though not by breeding, who fell violently in 
love with her. She was unable to move out 
of the house without being annoyed by his 
persistent and unwelcome attentions, and so 
importunate did he become that her mother. 
Lady Conyers, was repeatedly forced to in- 
voke the assistance of the police and to cause 
his arrest. He suffered no less than three 
different terms of imprisonment with hard 
labor for thus offending. and when last 
charged with the offense was let go solely on 
the condition and the pledge that he should 
expatriate himself.

Lady Powis, besides being a peeress of the 
realm through her marriage with the earl, {s 
likewise a peeress in her own right as the 
holder of the ancient barony of Darcy de 
Knayth. This peerage, created on Jan. 27. 
1331, has, thanks to its descent through the 
female line, been held in turn by the Lords 
Conyers, by the earls of Holdernesse, by the 
dukes of Leeds. and by the Lane Foxes. On 
the death of Sackville Lane Fox, twelfth 
Lord Conyers and fifteenth Lord Darcy of 
Knayth, his peerages again fell into abey- 
ance, which was terminated by the crown in 
the following fashion: The baronies of 
Conyers and of Fauconberg were assigned 
to his elder daughter, wife of the fourth earl 
of Yarborough, while his barony of Darcy 
de Knayth was allotted to his younger daugh- 
ter, Violet, countess of Powis. Several Eng- 
lish works of reference state that on Lady 
Powis’ death her barony will go to her daugh- 
ter instead of to her son. This ig not the 
case. It is her son. young Lord Clive, the 
future earl of Powis. who will on his mother’s 


+. 

Not only is the Hamlet of Mr. Forbes-Rob- 
ertson so notable in itself but the performance 
in its entirety is one which leaves the Shaks- 
peare lover satisfied, uplifted, and grateful. 
Every part in the tragedy is intelligently, 
ably played, and the production itself has 
been prepared with such understanding, such 
unfailing good taste, such nice judgment as to 
pictorial and dramatic values, and such fine 
feeling as to right proportions that the ap- 
preciative patron leaves the theater with the 
hush of a supreme gladness on his soul. He 
has had a masterpiece which he loves and 
cherishes placed before him in a way which 
not alone reveals in most advantageous light 
all the beauties which had become known to 
him, but which discloses to him values and 
merits which he had not previously discov- 
ered. 

For one of the great virtues in this presenta- 
tion of Hamlet is that it is {lluminative. 
It is flluminative without being fussy. New 
readings are given to countless lines, and new 
bits of stage business are employed in count- 
less places, and yet both the readings and 
the business contain within themselves no 
suggestion of finickiness or artificiality. 

Never before has every word in the Shaks- 
pearean text seemed so vital, so pregnant, 
and so beautiful as during the performance 
last night. Not one could be spared from a 
line, and yet there was nothing stilted or 
elocutionary—nothing of “ expressiveness ”’ 
or new readings about the delivery. Each 
of the personages spoke with seeming natu- 
ralness, frequently in a tone quite conversa- 
tional, and yet so carefully had the emphasis 
been gauged and so intelligently the accents 
placed that the meaning of every word re- 
ceived its full disclosure and the music of the 
matchless verse was not lost. It would be 
a pleasure to set down many of the illumina- 
tive moments tn both reading and action 
which the evening contained, and to dwell 
upon their beauties and worth, but this pleas- 
ure must wait upon more of leisure than the 
present midnight hour affords, and more of 
space than is at present at disposal. Let the 
Shakspeare lover but witness the per- 
formance on either Thursday or Friday 
evening or Saturday afternoon and he will 
discover for himself how rich in pleasure, in- 
struction, and beauty is this matchless pres- 
entation of the greatest of all dramas.

Naturalness is the keynote of Mr. Forbes- 
Robertson's Hamlet and of the whole per 
formance of which his masterly character!i- 
zation is the pivot. Naturalness, and yet not 
the naturalness which has in it the realism 
or the commonplaceness that means the de- 
struction of all that is imaginative or poet- 
ical. The delicate haze of poetry and beauty 
is preserved inviolate throughout the entire 
performance, and yet there never is an in- 
stant when the studied, the arti- 
ficial, or the unreal is felt. Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson himself makes Ham- 
lent one of the most essentially human 
men imaginable, and yet he never permits 
him to become matter of fact or common- 
place. He lets him taik, move, look, walk, 
and act with all the ease, directness, 
and simplicity of nature, and still he keeps 
him an individual whose mental, emotional, 
and spiritual character is such that the 
Shakspearean text seems but the rational 
and logical language of the man. There are 
few Hamlets who do not cause you to feel 
that they are voicing studied lines, and that if 
they lapsed into the natural they would begin 
instantly the use of the colloquialisms and 
the slang of the present day. It would be 
impossible for Mr. Forbes- Robertson's Dane 
to speak any English save that of Shaks- 
peare, and yet he is a prince so human, so 
genuine, and so natural that once seeing 
and contacting him, you feel you always 
have known him and to forget him were im- 
possible. 

— 

In appearance the actor is an ideal Hamlet. 
He has the height and the slender build which 
the mental picture gives the Danish prince. 
He suggests the aristocrat and yet there is 
about his figure and carriage the suppleness 
and the strength that tell of sound physical 
training and well schooled muscles. 
The fine face, sensitive yet full of 
character, the expressive, large eyes, 
the dark hair, and the good sized, 
capable, distinguished white hands 
these all fit the actor exceptionally for the 
role. He dresses the part simply. using black 
save for white at throat and wrists, and 
golden metal in his girdle, and in the church- 
yard scene his cloak is edged with a fur of 
brown. There is no more attempt at show or 
splendor in his dressing than there is In the 
production itself. Everything is sufficient, 
everything fitting and in taste, but nothing 
ostentatious. Everything is just right. 

To the prince he lends the gracious ease 
in carriage and behavior which suite one 
of noble position and high birth, and this 
assumption of the manners of the true aris- 
tocrat—as distinguished from the codfish 
variety—permits him to let the prince be 
kindly with those in comparatively lowly 
standing at the court, famillar and easy with 
those who are nearer his equal, and even 
to laugh and have his moments of merri- 
ment. This Hamlet is no sour faced indi- 
vidual who deems it a crime to smile. With 
Horatio, with Ophelia, with Polonius, with 
the players, with Rosencrantz and Gullden- 
stern, with the gravedigger, with Osric, and 
even in the fencing bout this Hamlet is able 
to laugh, and it is evident that he sees much 
in life and folk that is to be regarded with 
something other than solemnity. By thus 
lightening his characterization the actor is 
able to make clearer the un-positive qual- 
ity of Hamlet's makeup.

Dr. Henry L. K. Shaw of Albany, N. ., in 
discussing the present status of the trins- 
missibility of bovine tuberculosis as illus- 
trated by infants and young childrin,” 
argued that the usual method of acquiting 
the disease was through the contagion of 
man to man and not through milk and other 
foods. That, however, he sald, should not 
cause @ relaxation of the efforts made and

INSPECTION OF MEAT 
_ SATISFIES SECRETARY. 


James Wilson Visits the Chicago 
\Stock Yards and Says New Law 
Has Shown Beneficent Effects. 


A review of results achieved by the meat 
inspection law was begun yesterday by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture James Wilson, whio ar- 
rived in Chicago for a three days conference 
with government inspectors of the stock- 
yards. Secretary Wilson was optimistic on 
the operation of the law, which, he said, had 
shown its beneficent effects. 

The inspectors, 150 in number, met thé geo- 
retary in the morning at the Auditoriun) An- 
nex. The forenoon was spent investigating 
conditions at the yards, particular attention 
being given to work done by government in- 
spectors. 


— 

At the conclusion of the inspection Siecre- 
tary Wilson said he was satisfied that condi- 
tions had greatly improved. He expressed 
himself as being satisfied with the manner in 
which government inspectors were carrying 
out their work. 

“A board of pathologists will dete mine 
whether we are condemning with enough se- 
verity diseases so often found in cattlé, and 
the lack of preventive treatment,” said Sec- 
retary Wilson. The consensus of opinion 
seéms to that we are more severe in this 
country than any other in the world with 
reference to the meat inspection.” 

After luncheon a meeting was called at the 
stockyards postoffice, at which Chief Intpect- 
or Dr. A. D. Melvin addressed the inspeictors. 

— 

Dr. Melvin reviewed provisions of the new 
law, which has now been in operation for ten 
months. He said gratifying results had been 
accomplished and that railroads had shown 
they were anxious to coiperate with the gov- 
ernment in the enforcement of the law. 
Packers and those in charge of the various 
stations were working cordially towards that 
end, he said. 

It was surprising to note the large num- 
ber of small packers who ignored the law 
completely until the railroads, on Oct) 1, re- 
fused their shipments,“ said Dr. Melvin. 
Inspection has been withdrawn from forty- 
six establishments. Of these withdrawals, 
twelve were for cause, principally on abcount 
of failure to maintain the proper standard of 
sanitation. Some were for using prohibited 
preservatives. 


= 


Most of these establishments preferred to 
forfeit their interstate trade rather than 
stand the loss from the condemnation of 
animals and meat and bear the expense of 
complying with the sanitary regulations. 
This latter fact emphasizes the necessity for 
a thorough state or city inspection in those 
establishments which are unprovided with 
federal inspection.“ 

The meeting was adjourned at 5 o'clock, to 
be resumed this morning. At the con¢dlusion 
of the Chicago inspection Secretary Wilson 
will go to Kansas City, St. Louis. and other 
centers of the packing industry to personally 
ascertain the operation of the new law.

Conditions in Wall Street. 


BH. P. Russell of Russell, Brewster & Co. 
returned yesterday from New York. Speak- 
ing of the situation as he found it there 
he said: 

The commission business in Wall street 
is extremely slow. Not only that, but gen- 
eral despondency in addition exists. The 
street looks for a dull period and sees no 
way of overcoming the losses occasioned by 
the fall of securities in March. These losses 
were made, not by the public, which was not 
in the market, but by New York and Boston 
people. The rise in Union Pacific has been 
contrary to the expectations of the specula- 
tive element, which hes not believed in a 
rise in prices. In consequence, further losses 
have been incurred by those selling stocks 
they did not own. It is the opinion of the 
street that the advance in Union Pacific has 
been the result of activity on the part of 
certain insiders, 

“The atmosphere in the west is entirely 
different from that of New York. Here 
there is a wholesome and confident feeling. 
This has led to investment buying of securi- 
tles so that the market has been pretty well 
cleaned up of floating good stocks. The ease 
of money has not materially helped the New 
York bond market. 

„Money is cheap and ie expected to re- 
main so. Not because of an abundance of 
funds, but because of slackness in demand.“ 


Corn Products Refining. 

Concerning the application for a receiver 
for the Corn Products Refining company, E. 
T. Bedford, president of the company, is 
quoted as saying: 

“This was a proposition made originally 
by the stockholders by which the Corn 
Products voted to form a new company called 
the Corn Products Refining company, and 
to allot one-third of its stock for securing a 
51 per cent interest in the New York Glucose 
company, Warner Sugar Refining company, 
and the St. Louis Sirup company. An agree- 
ment was reached, the consideration being 
that the Corn Products Refining company 
was to take the management of the business. 

“The earnings show that the three com- 
panies acquired for the one-third interest 
have been earning more than 50 per cent of 
the profits that have been made, and have 
produced 50 per cent of all the products. 
Dividends have all been paid out of the 
earnings of these acquired companies. All 
the profits made by the Corn Products com- 
pany and its subsidiaries have been used for 
liquidating its previous indebtedness and for 
appropriations for betterments.” 


Pennsylvania Wage Increase. 

It ie estimated officially that the recent 
advance in wages on the lines of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company east of Pittsburg 
amounts to $9,000,000 a year. This compares 
with $3,000,000 increase in dividends a year 
on account of the advance in the rate from 6 
to 7 per cent.

POOR CROP OUTLOOK FACTOR IN 
THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


Traders Have Little Inclination to 
Enter Into New Deals Until More 
Definite Prospects. Are Evident— 
Union Pacific Leader in Depression 
Because of Report of Further In- 
vestigation by Government—Laat 

Prices Are Near the Lowest. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
NEW YORK, May 6.—[Special.}-*It was 
evident that the crop outlook had great 

weight on the sentiment in the stock market 
today, and small desire to enter into new 
deals was shown by-speculators, The fluctu- 
ations in prices were irregular, but with a 
downward tendency, and the last prices were 
near the lowest of the day. 

Union Pacific was a leader in the course 
of the market, other issues being affected by 
the rumors of further investigation by the 
government into the Harriman properties. 
Another development which proved a drag 
on the market was the report that the meas- 
ures of the government's prosecution against 
the Standard Oil company would be extended. 

Industrious efforts were made to soothe 
apprehension of crop 6 in connection 
with the early effort to lift prices of stocks, 
but the later violent upturn in wheat proved 
too much for the equanimity of stock traders, 
and they reversed their earlier position.
